There were 100,000 clergymen in the 
Russian church in 1917. Very shortly 
after that 80,000 of them were killed. 
They were the lucky ones. The others 
went to hell — either to the hell of a 
Siberian concentration camp or 
torture chamber, or they became col- 
laborators with the. beast and now 
are in an eternal hell. But with the 
enemy at the gate they raised no 
warning. 
The Rod Fell On Israelites 

So, ignore it! It can't happen here! 
That’s a familiar tree. ‘‘God wouldn’t 
let it happen here! This is Christian 
America!”’ God let it happen to His 
people, the Isrdelites. The rod fell. 
There were Christians in Rumania; 
there were Christians in: Yugoslavia; 
there were Christians in all of these 
nations who were saying, “It can’t 
happen here. God wouldn't let it hap- 
pen here.” There were Christians in 
East Germany; there were Christians 
in Wittenberg, the seat of the Prot- 
estant Reformation; who said, ‘We're 
the people of God. He wouldn't let it 
happen here.’ But I've been to Com- 
munist Wittenberg and it has hap- 
pened there. i ; 


There are others who say, ‘‘Well, | 


yes, God would let it happen here. But 
we won't Jet it happen here. Not with 


_ our might! Not with the strength of 


America!"’ There was a book written 


within the past ten years called Amer- - 


ican Might and Soviet Myth. 1t showed 
the relative military strength of 
America and Russia; that Russia was 
absolutely no threat to us whatsoever. 
I remember one quote from Admiral 
Arleigh Burke who said, ‘“‘We could. 
break r back.’”’ And he meant it, 
and he knew it, and he was right. 
But we couldn't today! The American 
might is now the myth. We have been 
unilaterally disarmed to the most 
staggering degree. As the February 
1971 Reader’s Digest put it: ‘Our 
strategic arms advantage is not fad- 
ing — it has gone.” 


Others say, ‘“‘They’re, not foolish 
enough to start a nuclear war and de- 
stroy all of these cities and all of this 
great industrial potential. They would 
never do that!’’ Would they not? I 
agree that they wouldn’t destroy the 
cities and the industrial might of 
America. They have no such plan. 
Their plan very simply is to aim their 
rockets and multiple-head missiles not 
at our cities, but at our missile em- 
placements. They can utterly wipe out 
our Minutemen, hardened through 
they may be in their silos. What if 
you wake up one morning, turn on the 
radio, and hear that 92% of Ameri- 
can atomic power has been destroyed 
in the last-four minutes! What then? 
Do we fight them with our bare 
hands?

Now before you decide wholly how 
much better that it is to be Red J 
would suggest that you look at a col- 
lection of pictures of Communism at 
work. I took them from my files and 
mounted\. the on =the — bulletin 
board in the hall off the Narthex. It 
is called a Picterial Review of Com- 
munism-in-Action-in-East-Europe, in 
nations which one day thought it could 


‘never happen and the next day there 


came the horror, the terror, the night- 
mare, the hell. I challenge you to look 
at them. You will never ever forget 
them. 

Mr. Romppanen, an expert in the 
field of Communism for thirty years 
from East Europe who presented 
those pictures to the Congress of the 
United States, is preparing pictures, 
authenticating all of them very care- 
fully, to present on the Communist 
atrocities in Red China, which he said 
make even these to pale by compari- 
son, And yet we want to admit China 
to the United Nations — to the fellow- 
ship of the civilized! This is sort of 
the same philosophy as those who say

them out. The article states that the 
entire Minutemen force of America 
could be destroyed in a matter of a 
few minutes. The axe has been laid 
to the root of that tree.

Then there are those who would say, 
“The thing to. do is to compromise 
with them. They’re reasonable peo- 
ple and we can work out solutions;

How is“this to be done? First of 
all, by learning about it. He says we 
must behold the awful truth about

Then there is the tactic 6f the’ Com- 
munists themselves for those who 
would get involved. They have a very 
clearly defined way of dealing with 
these persons. It is called the “argu- 
mentum ad hominem.” I have al- 
ready had it reported to me this 
week. Again it has been used. It is 
simply this: You present fifty to a 
hundred facts about Communism; 
they ignore all of the facts — and 
they attack the arguer. It is this: In 
some way discredit the speaker — 
don’t answer the arguments! Smear 
him! Libel him! Distort him! Invent 
lies! He’s a homosexual . . . he’s a 
radical . .'. he’s a rightist of some 
sort . . . he’s obviously a meniber of 
the John Birch Society! (I want to 
tell you right now I’ve never been a 
joiner. If you want to check. carefully 
you will find that I was a member of 
a fraternity in college for a_ brief 
while, and back thirty or so years you 
will find that I was also a boy scout. 
Other than that I never joined any- 
thing.) So they will just have to 
smear me for myself. But don’t let 
them deceive you. Make them face 
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the arguments. Let them answer those 
Pictures. 

Really learn about Communism. 
Someone asked, ‘What is a simple 
@swer? In ten years or less tell me 
tow we are going to stop Communism 
this week.” There is no such thing. 
Winston Churchill said that Com- 
munism is an enigma wrapped in a 
mystery wrapped in a riddle. It is the 
genius of Communism that is highly 
c@mplex. It is a hydra-headed mon- 
Ser. It appears in a thousand faces 
aid forms and different ways. It is 
this complexity about it that will 
cause the decadent, stupid bourgeoisie 
to not take the pains’ to learn about 
i, say the Communists. It means that 
we are going to have to study it and 
it takes a long time. But if you are 
convinced that here you have_the 
beast at the. door, you will take the 
time to Jearn. You will start reading. 
You might start by reading J. Edgar 
Hoover's books on Communism. 

Do you know what the Aesopian 
language (taken from Aesop's Fables) 
ot Communism is? They have a lan- 
guage of their own which makes it 
difficult to understand them unless 
yu know .this Aesopian language 
which has one meaning for the bour- 
gtoisie and another meaning for the 

_Poletariat; one for the Communists; 
oe for the non - communist. For 
erample, the word ‘peace.’ What does 
_Ptace mean? ‘To us peace means ces- 
sition of war. That is obvious. And 
si) the Communist leader Kosygin 
“sands up and says, ‘“‘We are for 
prace.” And we stupid Americans 
sy, “Ah, isn’t that wonderful!” But 
what is the Aesopian meaning of 
‘jeace’ to a Communist? First of all, 
yw have to understand that the Com- 
mpnists are at war. They have been 
at war since Marx began the Com- 
munist movement and since it was 
omganized by Lenin. They are always 
éigaged in a red-hot war. It is a war 
fmm which they must never cease in 
al of their strivings for one moment 
to bring absolutely to its knees, to 
bring crashing down the last vestiges 
of capitalism and religion and to in- 
stall the Communist state over all of 
the world. There will never, ever be 
any peace until the last religionist and 
the last capitalist lies mutilated in 
his grave. Therefore, they say, ‘“‘We 
believe in peace,” which is another 
way of saying as Khrushchev said, 
“We will bury you.” It is the peace of 
your grave that they believe in. And 
What do we do? We pick up their prop- 
@ganda, swallow it hook line and sink- 
er, and say, ‘‘Yes sir, so do we. 
Peace, brother.’’ And they laugh! 

What does ‘liberate’ mean? You 


a world turned upside down, where 
war is peace, freedom is slavery, 
virtue is vice, and truth is a lie—the 
whole world, a godless world, stand- 
ing on its head. 

We need to know Communism inti- 
mately before we gan do anything 
about it. Too many people learn a lit- 
tle bit about it and they run out like a 
fanatic only to get themselves cut 
down in a hurry. We need to under- 
stand exactly what it is and calmly 
go about dealing with it. We need to 
know their goals. The Communists 
have said, ‘We disdain to conceal our 
objectives.’’ It is beneath them to con- 
ceal them. They wilt tell us- exactly 
what they are going to do to us but 
we won't take the time to read it. Un- 
less you know what the stated goals of 
Communism are you won’t know what 
they are doing, 

One Expert Speaks 

One expert on Communism said 
that the most minute understanding 
of what Communist activity is on any 
given week, or day or month, will by 
no means tell you what Communism 
is trying to do. You could right now 
scrutinize what Communism is doing 
all over the world and you would find 
in Asia they arg using a different 
tactic than in South America.

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Africa they may be doing something 
completely different and here they 
may be going another direction—and 
you conclude: where are the Commun- 
ists trying to go?

The Calvary Baptist Church has 
convened a council to examine James 
Thomas. Thomas has been called 
to pastor the Pine Level Baptist Chur- 
ch. Early in the examination the candi- 
date, a mature layman with four chil- 
dren, explained to the council that his 
education ceased after two years in 
college. 

Dr. James Allen, a seminary grad- 
uate and pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, observed kindly but firmly, 
“A call to pre: h is a call to prepare. 
What do you*intend to do, Brother 
Thomas, to complete your training?”’ 

The facts indicate such great fafl- 
ure that constructive change is de- 
manded. 

First, the failure needs honest rec- 
ognition. Too long have Southern 
Baptists pointed with pride toward 
major educational accomplishments 
and ignored the sad lack. After 115 
years of the present educational pro- 
gram, Southern Baptists must. co n- 
fess to 6,000 pastors with no college 
training, 10,000 pastors with no collegc _ 
degree, 15,000 pastors ’with no semi- 
nary training; 20,000 with no seminary 
degree. Let us face up to the fact that 
our present system has resulted in 
only one third of our pastors with 
even a basic, seminary training. 
Moreover, under the limitations set 
by the American Association of Theo- 
logical Schools, only small fraction 
of the untrained could be admitted to 
our seminary campuses. 

To meet this need, Seminary Exten- 
sion courses, offer a carefully pre- 
pared correspondence program. It is 
a denominational recognition that a 
large number of pastors cannot leave 
their employment to go back to class. 
Now fully accredited by the Home 
Study Council, Seminary Exten- 
sion deserves wider participation. One : 
of the weaknesses of this program is 
the limitation imposed by the denomi- 
national agency and now by the ac- 
crediting group that many © consider 
the final recognition as a “glorified 
study course diploma.”’ 

To meet this need requires that our: 
denomination recognize the growing 
movement known in secular educa- 
tion as the Open University. The aca- 
demic and the industrial have accept- 
‘ed arid“ appliéd the ‘procédures’ Sf’ in-’”’

comes universally “available. Réligion’ 
must follow the growing trend. Luther

The present program, effec- 
tive as it is, must be augmented by 
the Seminary Without Walls.

How: A Social Security Check 
Led To ‘The Old Rugged Cross’ 


REED CITY, Mich. (RNS)—Hanna 
Bennard was 82 years old and a wid- 
ow for 14 years when she received her 
first Social Security check. 


It was for all of $48.30. 

But that check, and the circum- 
stances under which it was allocated, 
caused the Social Security Adminis- 
tration here to churn out one more 
press release. 

The administration’s idea was to 
publicize the fact that Mrs. Bennard, 
like thousands of others over the age 
of 72, had not realized she, could re- 
ceive Social’ Security pension checks, 

lthough neithér, hér ndsoaher Or 
self had ever been ‘‘covered’’ by the 
federal ‘‘pension’’ program. 
~ In publicizing the check, Social Se- 
curity found Hanna Bennard, widow 
of George Bennard, author of ‘‘The 
Old Rugged Cross,’’ regarded as the 
best-known hymn ever written by an 
American. oe 

George Bennard, first a member of 
the Salvation Army and later a Meth- 
odist minister, made a bit more than 
$5,000 out of the hymn, which has 
been a “standard” since it. was writ- 
ten and publised in- 1913. 

He never got rich on royalties and, 
concerned for Hanna’s future, had 
sought several times to get his earn- 
ings covered under Social Security. 
He had no luck; he was a clergy- 
man back in the days when ministers 
just weren’t covered under the fed- 
eral programy,» 

The little item about that check for 
$48.30 led Hiley Wafd of the Detroit 
Free Press to visit Hanna Bennard 
at her home in Reed (ity. In his 
words, he found her living ‘‘alone with 
her memories’”’ in the 100-year-old 


house in which she had -been born-ef 


Swedish. immigrant parents. 

For Hanna, “‘arthritis and-a’ healing 
broken bone have miade life diffi- 
cult,”’ the religigus editor wrote. ‘‘She 
is. so_gick with indigestion she can 
hardly answer the door.” 

He asked: ‘‘Do you still play ‘The 
Old Rugged Cross’?’’ She replied: 
“Vl show you if I’ve got any strength 
left."’ She turned to a piano. “Her 
thin, knotted hands limbered up along 
the keys and rolled through the fa- 
miliar strains. Her head swayed in 
her memories, as the harmony parts 
rose into the great emotional re- 
frain. .. .”

In her conversation, Mrs. Bennard 
noted. that her husband received a 
first payment of $500 for ‘“‘The Old 
Rugged Cross,’’ with subsequent pay- 
ments for royalty rights. 

(Bruce Howe of the Rodeheavor 
‘Company, which baught. the hts, 
said" tint Mr. Benard ‘received ; ore 
than $5,000 from royalties before he 
died. 

(Royalties are a dead .issue now, 
though.. The only conceivable income 
could come from use on television — 
and how many times have you heard 
“The Old Rugged Cross” sung on TV 
amid the commericals, the detective 
stories and the Westerns?) 

Hanna’s memories of her husband 
are sharp. She hopes, some day, to 
hear his ‘beautiful tenor voice” in 
paradise. ‘‘Maybe I'll play a harp,” 
she mused, ‘‘if I am allowed to go- into 
the music room (in heaven).”’ 

She admits that she often gets up 
from her bed in the middle of the 
night ‘to play ‘“‘The Old Rugged Cross’’ 
on the piano. “The other night I 
played it three times. . . I loved him 
so much.” 

As it has happened to many other ~ 
elderly people, Mrs. Bennard found 
out accidentally that she qualified for 
some form of Social Security pension 
She is now one of 439,703 recipients 
of a six-year-old ‘‘special aid” provi- 
sion of the Social Security laW that 
provides benefits to persons over 72 
who do not already receive a federal 
pension or public assistance pay- 
ments. 

P. S. The nlaw has been liberalized 
In September, Hanna Bennard will be 
getting a monthly check of $58. 


Czech Tennis Player Takes Long Route To Ministry

ATLANTA (BP) — When the Rus- 
sians invaded Czechoslovakia in 1968, 
Josef Sole had made up his mind to 
leave, with the hopes of entering the 
ministry. 

But he didn’t know he was taking 
the long way around to reach his goal 
of becoming a Baptist preacher. 

A Christian and the son of a Bap- 
tist preacher, Soic (pronounced Solk) 
had been refused permission to go to 
college to study as a teacher or as a 
minister. 

So for two years, he served in the 
Czech Army, helped his father in-the 
church, and learned to excell ifi both 
ice hockey and tennis. 

He played ice hockey professionally 
and was the top - ranked junior ten- 
nis player in Czechoslovakia. 

As part of the Czech process of de- 
mocratization, anyone could get per- 
mission to go abroad for one month, 
so Sloc got permission to go to Eng- 
land for a Baptist convention. 

Before he could leave, however, the 
Russians invaded his country. 

In the confusion of the - invasion, 
Sloc drove into West Germany — and 
he hasn't been home since.

Miss Elizabeth (Bess) Hutchins has 
retired from the faculty of Blue Moun- 
tain College, after teaching there for 
44 years. Miss Hutchins was profes- 
sor of Spanish and head of the De- 
partment of Foreign Languages. _- 


Few institutions of higher learning 
have been made stronger academic- 
ally because of the teaching services 
rendered by members of one fami- 
ly than has Blue Mountain College 
by the service of the Hutchins family 
of Blue Mountain. 

Miss’ Bess Hutch- 
ins, who presided ov- 
er her special depart- 
ment for 44 years, 
- received her  Bach- 


tain; Master of Arts 
degree from the Uni- 
versity of Virginia; 
and did extensive 
Braduate study at Chautauqua, New 


ork; the University of Minsissipgi:. 


= Rtorge Péabody College, ~' Nashville; 
the Universidad Nacional de Mexico; 
and the University of Chicago. 

Miss Mabel Hutchins, Miss Bess’s 
aunt, was professor of Mathematics at 
Blue Mountain College for many 
years, and Miss Kate Hutchins, anoth- 
er aunt, received her college training 
at BMC. A sister of Miss Bess, Dr. 
Lucy Hutchins, taught Latin at Blue 
Mountain and some courses in Greek 
until her retirement: in 1947. 


All_of Miss Bess Hutchins’ sisters 
—Booth Hutchins Estes, Fonnie Hut- 
chins Jones, Margaret Hutchins Out- 
law, and Dr. Lucy Hutchins, were 
alumnae of Biue Mountain College. 
Seven nieces and three great - nieces 
of Miss Bess are” graduates and for- 
mer students of Blue Mountain and 
four -nephews attended the same 
school as summer students. 


Additienal to Miss Bess Hutchins’ 
love for teaching Spanish, she has 
been and continues to be vitally inter- 
ested in civic and church organiza- 
tions.

sider the needs of the person with 
whom they talked. 

Second, Paul’ went on to show what 
had made the difference in his life

siah whom God had sent to the world 
to love all people. As a result of that 
decision, Paul felt that God wanted' 
him to spread abroad the privileges of 
all men to accept Jesus as their Sav- 
iour.

to know. It was God’s appointment 
that he was to see and hear the Just 
SOn8° Each step was at“Gbitt?" com- 
«Mand, and in-each step Paul had 
been concerned for his Jewish people. 
Even in the divine initiative Ananias 
recognized the fact and he was ‘a de- 
vout man according to the law; well 
spoken of by all the Jews who lived 
there” (v. 12). 

The people listened until he men- 
tioned the word, Gentile. That state- 
ment about God’s purpose to save the 
Gentiles sent the mob into a frenzy. 
Judaism had an uneasy conscience 
about the Gentile question. With one 
hand, they were reaching out for pro- 
selytes and with the other, pushing 
them off. They insisted that Gentiles 
had to become Jews before they 
could be accepted by Judaism. 

The frenzy of the mob was a wild 
demonstration of contempt for Paul as 
a traitor. The crowd waved garments 
and threw dust into the air. What 
was Paul guilty of in their eyes? 

No one can help but realize how 
brave Paul was to give his witness 
the way he did. The mob was after 
his blood; yet he was faithful to his 
Lord. 

The reason Paul had been success- 
ful in his witness at a time like this 
was that he had been faithful before 
under better circumstances. Do you 
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cy and living in the fear of God. 
THE ENDURING WORD OF GOD 
(Isa, 40:6-8) 

The. writer of this second part of 
Isaiah was charged to declare to the 
people in exile the assurance that God 
was pardoning their iniquity and 
would restore the re 
ple to Jerusalem. The,;word of God 
endures forever. The word of God 


means his declared purpose for Is- 


rael. That purpose would ultimately 
be accomplished — in God’s way and 
God’s time. God’s people in exile, hav- 
ing endured the fires of judgment and 
the ‘crisis of captivity in a foreign 
land, were assured that their God 
was the same and that his word 
would stand. We should relate this af- 
firmation about the enduring word of 
God to our own time. God speaks 
to us through the Bible. It is the 
revelation of his eternal purpose and 
will. In spite of every national crisis, 
in spite of revolution and war, re- 
gardless of sociological upheaval and 
scientific development, the purpose 
of God for the redemption of the 
world will be fulfilled.

“I am the door: by me if any man enter in, he shall be saved, and 
shall go in and out, and find pasture” (John 10:9). 


The simplicity of Jesus’ statement, ‘‘I am the door,’’ contrasts with the 
highly decorated bronze Ghiberti doors in Florence, Italy. Jesus’ statement 
was made in a very humble environment, ealling to mind the 
rural life of the shepherd but across the centuries, he has 
become the symbol of man’s entrance into the Kingdom of 
God. The Ghilberti doors attract artists, tourists, and priy- 
ileged persons; but Jesus attracts the rich and: poor, the edu- 
“cated and uneducated, the strong and the weak. 

The Bible abounds in references to the doors of faith (Acts. 
14:27), hope (Hosea.2:15) and love (Hosea 2:19). Also Biblicai 
references are made to open doors and closed doors, and doors 
of opportunity. But for the devotional thought this closing day 
™ 4 of August, Jesus’ statement seems most appropriately applicd 
to students as a door of utterance (Co. 4:3) opens before them.
